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Whereas the first-group inventions can control the abnormal 
temperature rise of the heating roller when the heating roller at a 
standstill is heated while on standby, the second-group inventions do 
not assume the fact itself that the heating roller is stopped while on 
standby; therefore, it is also impossible to consider that special 
technical features of the both inventions correspond to each other. 
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
